The Bastile. 

It was on the Uth of July, 1789, nirir- 
tv-three years ago, that the Btustile was 
captnred and destroyed by the people 
of Paris. Had the dull, leaden-minded 
King, then sitting uneasily on the 
French throne, be^n able to understand 
and conform to the signs of the times, 
ot been able to Separate himself from the 
courtiers who urged him to resist the 
rising tide of popular feeling, the awful 
events that followed the capture of the 
famous prison might have been averted, 
and France and the world spared a 
chapter of history the like of which was 
never known before and has never been 
known since. But Louis XVI. would 
not. perhafs could not understand. Even 
the takingof the Bastile was a warning 
he failed th interpret aright. He and 
the assempy Were at Versailles engaged 
in the gai**' of demands and petitions 
on one ap3 and refusals or insincere 
concessions on the other.

The 
walls which connected the eight lofty 
I towers of tie fortress were forty feet 
: thick at the bottom and ten feel thick 
at the tOpj and nearly n hundred feet 
i high. It wip absolutely safe against the 
I musket balls which flattened themselves 
against its thick and ancient front and 
the shots frun the two light pieces nf 
cannon wh'uh merely dented tlie stones. 
I 1 he garrisoi of eighty-two French ami 
forty Swiss soldiers, had they been dis- 
posed. might have held it easily against 
the assault ol the mob of 100,000 men 
and women arraved round it on that hot 
July day. Bu: the infuriated populace 
were bent on making a beginning and 
they actej more w isely than they thought 
when widi one consent they drew up 
before die embrasures of the hated 
prison bur hundred years old. tit type of 
the ditnal and detestible regime they 
were Ater mined to overthrow. The 
spirit oi re volution had been at work in 
the army and the French soldiers of the 
garrisoi sympathized with the people 
and reiiscd to tire upon them. They 
even went further. After the attack had 
la-ted for five hours without making an 
impression the French soldiers hung 
white lags In token of surrender along 
the top of the walls and opened the gates 
to the mob. "Properly speaking." says 
Michelet, "the Bastile was not taken, it 
surrendered. Troubled with a bail con- 
science, it went mad and lost all pres- 
ence of mind." The populace were 
moderate in the hour of their triumph. 
They cut off the head of I^e Bnuney, 
governor of the prison, and stuck it on a 
pike, did the same for Flesselles, the 
treacherous Mayor of the city, and 
hanged two Swiss soldiers, w ho had 
been active in firing on the people, to a 
lump-post. But it w as a warning w Inch, 
unheeded, was tc be followed by the cut- 
ting off of heads enough to make a 
mountain and the shedding of blood 
enough to form a river. 

Attempt have been made to show that 
the Bastile was not the awful abode of 
torture, crime and despair the French 
people held it to lie — that it was a very 
respectable and properly conducted 
prison. Be this as it mav, the French 
people have never ceased to regard it as 
the symbol of the most unendurable mis- 
government of modern times and to 
celebrate its downfall as marking their 
deliverance from a detested regime. — St. 
Louis Republican. 

A Melancholy Saciiflee. 

The fate of the French Expedition 
which was engaged in exploring the 
basin of the La Plata, under the leader- 
ship of Dr. Crevaux, is one of the mo,t 
melancholy sacrifices to science. Ac- 
cording to the latest news, which the 
Consulaf the Argentine Republic in 
Taptza received from Tavija, the 
whole company of nineteen men were 
butchered by Indians of the Tobas tribe. 
The expedition had not long before left 
Rio de daneiro, where they were received 
with the warmest sympathy by the 
Kinperor of Brazil. A dispatch from 
them, dated January 15, stated that they 
had come across the ruins of an old Inea 
town, a few kilometers from Salta. On 
January 24, they were arrested by an 
over-zealous Argentine official in the 
village of Humachiiaca; but after making 
an inquiry he released them, and per- 
mitted them to go forward along their 
intended-route. It is possible that the 
news of their arrest may have reached 
the native tribe, and aroused a suspicion 
as to their purposes. They had just as- 
cended the Pilcomayo only a few days 
later, when the Tobas fell upon them and 
slaughtered every member of the expedi- 
tion.

While American manners are doubt- 
less susceptible of much Improvement, 
they are not nearly so black as they ar« 
frequently painted, by foreign fools and 
native snobs. If by "good manners are 
meant "the small sweet courtesies of 
life," then ours will bear comparison 
With the foreign article. An American 
tnay not bow as gracefully as a French- 
man, but he will sacrifice quite as much 
personal convenience and comfort for a 
stranger as the Frenchman — perhaps 
more. An American may not be as 
elegant at a dinner party as an English- 
man, but he will not ride half a day in a 
railway car without speaking to the 
fellow-passenger at his elbow* as the 
Englishman will. A lady— whether 
young or old, pretty or plain — may travel 
from Boston to San Francisco without an 
escort, and receive all the needed atten- 
tions from men whom she never saw 
before and will never see again.

Ravines and Knolls Upon the Farm. 

In opening up a new farm, many of 
the conveniences so needed in the vari- 
ous movements on the premises can be 
secured by taking advantage of the ir- 
regularities in the surface. If however, 
all the ground around the build- 
ings is a tlcad level, then no tact on the 
part of the owner will avail, liecause 
there are no natural advantages to be 
utilized. Where there is a ravine, or if 
the land is in places rocky, there is liable 
to be a miniature bluff. In or near this 
formation it is not unusual to find a 
spring. Whether there is a spring or 
not there will at least he good drainage; 
and while such surface as we refer to is 
pretty much valueless if enclosed w ithin 
a tilled field, it is as yarding ground for 
swine or sheep far more valuable 
than the best level surf ace upon the farm. 
For poultry yards, also, it is available, 
and whatever character of small stock 
it is devoted to, will be benefited by the 
natural drainage, as well as by the fact 
that the various exposures afford places 
of retreat from the wind when this comes 
from cold quarters. 

Insofar as such land affords surface 
on which to grow grass, this can be 
turned to good account, for either class 
of stock referred to, provided the enclo- 
sure is large enough to insure the pres- 
ervation of this from being trodden out 
by the sUK-k. Such locations afford ex- 
cellent sites for the small buildings oi 
sheds required for shelter; and these can 
quite generally be given a southern ex- 
posure, in a degree secure from cold 
winds. The French farmers, as well as 
others where the vine receives great at- 
tention, know full well the high value of 
these broken places, as upon these the 
grapes and certain vegetables grow to 
perfection. — National Lice Stock Jour- 
nal.

English Opinion of Russian Jews. 

The efforts of the poor Jews in Russia 
to emigrate to America is impeded by an 
unexpected difficulty. It is the practice 
of the Emigration Committee at New 
York to find work for the immigrants, 
and distribute them through the country 
in the occupations with which they are 
acquainted. They distribute hundreds 
of thousands of persons every year in 
this way. but they say they fail with 
Jews. Either their employers send them 
back making charges of idleness or in- 
competence, or the Jews themselves re- 
turn, declaring that "the work is too 
hard." The Committee have, therefore 
declined to receive any more Jews. The 
truth seems to be that the Jews are ex- 
pected to do hard manual labor; and 
that in America, as in everywhere else, 
they refuse to do it except under the 

Eressnre of absolute necessity. Theii 
usiness in the world as they think, is 
to distribute, taking a heavy toll upon 
the articles distributed. That is a use- 
ful function but a colony can no more be 
made up of distributors than a State can 
be composed of tax-gatherers. Mr. 
OHpbant hopes to settle all Jews in 
Palestine, but he has omitted to say who 
will plow the land, sow the seed and 
cart the muck. The Jews will not.

It was not consummated until the year 
In'fore his death, although the two bad 
been twain for some years. Charles 
Dickens ardently loved his wife for 
many years. She was not his equal in 
mental power or attainments; and he 
complained that she manifested little 
iuterest in his literary work. Their 
tastes seemed very 'different, and 
socially bIio was almost the opposite of 
Mrs. Sumner, being retiring and quite 
averse to society, while Mr. Dickens, 
though a hard literary worker, went 
much in company. Their five children 
kept them together for many years, but 
after these bad .grown to full age and 
scattered, the separation between hus- 
band and wife widened, ami finally- 
ended in a "limited divorce," or legal 
separation, which provided, among 
other things, for Mrs. l>ickens' support 
in comfortable style.

Business, Creps nnd Prices. 

Out of 869,06d persons engaged in 
business in the country, 3,597 failed dur- 
ing the last six months, with aggregate 
liabilities of about fifty millions of dol- 
lars- The liabilities amounted to about 
ten millions more than iu the first hall 
of 1881, but thcincrease was not enough 
to indicate any unsound condition of 
basin ess. 

The proportion of failures, ind I. 

was very small, and the loss by bad debts 
was so slight in comparison with the 
volume of business transacted and the 
numlter of firms engaged in it, that the 
last six months were really remarkable 
for business health. In 1878 the numbet 
of failures was one to every 7'J traders. 
In Ihs^' it was one to every Il'S. 

These figures, which we take from the 
semi-annual circular of Messrs. H. G. 
Dun & Co., -how that t he gloomy 'appro- ; 
helicon, in regard to business which j 
have been so widely entertained of late 1 
were not justified by the actual condi- 
tion of trade during the year. Those 
statistics railer .suggest mercantile 
soundness, and lead US to hope that after 
the comparative inaction of the summer, 
and with the coming of greatly reduced 
prices for food, business will be both 
va-t In volume and satisfactory BO far as 
concerns profits.

How Mutilated Coliia are 
Paused. 

[PbiUdrlpbla Kcvord.] 

Since the Uuired States mint in this 
city has been authorised lo redeem muti- 
lated ail ver coin, about 4,000 ounces of it 
have been presented and paid for. The 
officers who have Ibis matter under their 
supervision have observed that tbe lar« 
gest amount presented for redemption 
comes from the liquor saloona, the beer 
brewers, aud the churcuenjlVy far the 
greatest proportion, however, is passed 
upon the market people aud upon the small 
street merchants who have not sufficient 
light to enable tliekn to discover the de- 
ceit. It is Kiispeeted that a thriving busi- 
ness ia carried on by professionals in tbia 
way, who drill oat large quantities of siL 
from the dollars, fill up tbe holes 
with thin tin foil, and pass the former. 
A practice which has been detected at the 
mint, by which much of the mutilated 
coin ia worked off", shows considerable in- 
genuity. It is simply to fill in the boles 
with the ordinary tin foil with which to- 
baceo is wrapped, carefully smooth over 
tha surface, and pass it at night or in such 
dark places as render detection extremely 
difficult. From the clerical cut of many 
of the customers at ibe redemption count- 
er, it is shrewdly suspected that a great 
dealof silver wnich cannot con ven ient ly 
be passed in any other way fiuda lis way 
lo the church contribution plate.
